The campaign for the minds and votes 
of north county residents accelerated 
this week as the controversial county 
split proposal sparked support and op­ 
position. alignments and realignments. 
There were these new developments: 
— Opponents of the split proposal who 
formed Taxpayers to Preserve Santa 
Barbara County a week ago in Lompoc, 
named Thomas Urbanske. former Santa 
Maria city councilman, chairperson of 
an umbrella group for north county op­ 
position Santa Maria forces in the group 
are headed by Dr. Olga Howard and 
Jerry Teixeira; Lompoc forces are 
headed by Mary Ann Marsh and Shirley 
Hibbitts. 
The group has scheduled a fund-raising 
event Sunday, 3-5 pm ., in Miguelito 
Park, south of Lompoc on Miguelito Ca­ 
nyon Road. On tap is a cake auction and 
a program of information on the county 
split proposal. A fact sheet on the ques­ 
tion will be distributed, according to 
Mrs. Marsh. 
— The Santa Maria chapter of the 
League of Women Voters has climaxed a 
year-long study of the split with a vote 
against it, this week, according to Sharel 
Ward, the group’s “action chairperson." 
— The Santa Barbara County 
Democratic Central Committee has for­ 
mally announced its official opposition to 


the split. 
— An official of the Campaign for 
Economic Democracy. Santa Maria, 
said the group endorsed the split 
“qualifiedly," two weeks ago, but would 
reverse itself and announce its opposi­ 
tion. The reversal, according to Jim 
Woodgerd. one of the group’s officials, 
will come out of a meeting of key 
members next Thursday in Santa Maria. 
Woodgerd said the group he represents is 
based in Santa Maria, but that it has 
roots in the Lompoc and Santa Barbara 
areas. 
— Lompoc valley realty figures, in­ 
cluding John R. Duffey, Clay Denson, 
Tom Green and Harley Craig have an­ 
nounced a meeting in Lompoc Library, 
Tuesday. 2 p.m to assess the impact of a 
lid on growth suggested by First District 
Supervisor David Yager. Some of the 
realty individuals say they are commit­ 
ted to getting enough signatures on peti­ 
tions to place the question on the county 
split on the ballot for a vote of the peo­ 
ple. 
— Howard Hager, economics profes­ 
sor and colorful foe of the split has 
privately announced he will become 
semi-inactive in the campaign. Hager 
told this reporter he had accomplished 
his purpose in arousing opposition to the 
split, and from this point on would have 
to curtail the amount of time and money 
which he spends on the campaign. He 
said hirs resources are limited.

House budget panel passes 
compromise '77 proposal 


WASHINGTON (UPl) — The House 
Budget Committee today sent the House 
a compromise 1978 budget proposal in an 
attempt to break a deadlock which could 
damage or destroy the system by which 
Congress plans the nation’s finances 
House Democratic Leader Jim Wright 
said he expects the new proposal to ‘‘fly’’ 
when it is considered next Thursday. 
The committee proposed $464.3 billion 
in spending during the fiscal year beginn­ 
ing Oct. 1. about $2 billion less than a 


Bed licensing

proposal the House rejected one day ago. 
The deficit would be $66.2 billion, com­ 
pared to $68 6 billion in the rejected ver­ 
sion 
The new proposal includes $117 billion 
in defense budget authority, a com­ 
promise between $116 billion originally 
recommended by the committee and the 
$120 billion President Carter wanted. 
On Thursday the House voted to 
restore Carter’s full defense request. 
But that cost the support of liberal 
Democrats, and the whole resolution 
went down to a 320-84 defeat. 
At stake was a three-year-old congres­ 
sional process in which Congress has 
wrestled much power over the nation’s 
spending away from the executive 
branch. 


And while Wright was optimistic about 
the compromise budget, other’s weren’t 
so confident. 


Most Republicans will reject any 
resolution bearing a Democratic stamp. 
They favor a much lower deficit, perma­ 
nent tax cuts and more restraint on 
spending 


What happened Thursday was that 135 
Republicans voting against the resolu­ 
tion were joined by 185 Democrats. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter today sent Congress his detailed 
plan for dealing with the "invisible 
crisis’’ of global energy shortages, in­ 
cluding a change from earlier proposals 
to make small car rebates retroactive 
A 103-page book prepared by the White 
House energy staff described in every­ 
day terms the nature of the fuel problem 
facing the United States and the 
remedies Carter has selected to reward 
energy conservation and punish waste, 
mostly through higher prices. 
Congress plans to begin work on the 
energy program next week and sharp 
fig h ts are p red icted over such 
controverial issues as the gasoline tax. 
Mostly, “Our energy crisis is an invisi­ 
ble crisis, which grows steadily worse — 
even when it is not in the news." Carter 
said in a preface to the book. 
"The plan (to combat that crisis) is 
complicated I am sure that many people 
will find some features of it they will dis­ 
like along with features they can sup­ 
port. But it is a carefully balanced plan, 
which depends for its effectiveness on all 
of its major parts," he said. 
“There will be sacrifices, but they will 
be gradual, reasonable — and fair." 


The President held a noon ceremony in 
the White House Rose Garden to sign the 
thick legislative package needed to 
change his proposals into reality. On 
Capitol Hill, lawmakers planned to take 
up the legislation next week and 
predicted it would touch off some heated 
battles. 
Most of the proposals announced Fri­ 
day were identical to those Carter out­ 
lined to Congress and the nation April 20 
He called for reduced U.S. energy 
growth, reduced gasoline consumption, 
reduced oil imports and increased coal 
use by 1985. 


But some parts of the program were 
changed, apparently in response to 
criticism voiced in the week and a half 
since the original outline was presented 
before a joint session of Congress. 


One such change dealt with the 
proposal to grant rebates to purchasers 
of small cars that get high fuel mileage 
and to penalize purchasers of big cars 
with an increasingly stiff gasguzzler tax 


Officials probe deaths 
of dogs by poisoning 


Six d ogs have been p o ison ed 
mysteriously in an area within a three- 
block radius of A Street and Pine Avenue 
and a county animal control officer said 
"some nut is loose out there.” 


Latest victim of the poisonings was the 
dog of William Craig of 717 North A St., 
Apt. C. Craig’s dog will survive, but four 
others that were felled in the two-week 
period did not. according to Dick 
McJiiton of the Lompoc Animal Control 
Shelter 


All of the victims that have been ex­ 
amined by veterinarians have been 
poisoned with ordinary gopher bait, 
McJiiton said. 


The most recent victims raise the 
three-year toll in that specific area to 25. 
according to McJiiton 
"Our chief concern." McJiiton said 
Thursday, "is that some child, too young 
to know better will pick up some of the 
gopher bait and eat it." McJiiton said it 
was obvious that the poisonings are the 
work of someone who has an intense 
aversion to the common practice of let­ 
ting dogs run loose in the early morning. 
Most of the victims have been stray 
dogs, some that broke their chains and 
some that were permitted to run loose, 
McJiiton said. 
Police were investigating the incidents 
today. 


New budget calendar 
adopted by Council 


The City of Lompoc’s requirement that 
the preliminary budget for the coming 
fiscal year be presented at the first 
meeting in May of the City Council has 
been waived and a new budget calendar 
adopted 
At its last meeting, the council ac­ 
cepted a recommendation from City Ad­ 
ministrator Gene L. Wahlers for the 
requirement waiver in view of new hear­ 
ing constraints imposed because of the 
city’s participation in the Revenue Shar­ 
ing program. 
The federal requirement is that a 
public hearing be held to allow written 
and oral comment on possible uses of 
revenue sharing funds prior to submit­ 
ting a preliminary budget to the council. 
This meeting, Wahlers said, must be 
held at least seven days before the 
presentation of the preliminary budget. 
In addition, during the budget review 
process the council must hold one public 
Hospital to fight lid on costs 


The Lompoc Hospital District is join­ 
ing other hospitals and doctors in a 
protest of the Carter Administration’s 
proposed 9 per cent ceiling on health 
care price hikes. 
After a statement last night by Dr 
John Sawyer that many medical costs 
result from increasingly expensive 
government regulations, the hospital 
board of directors asked staff to draft a 
resolution opposing the price increase 
limit. 
Dr. Sawyer described the Carter 
proposal as a “disease” emanating from 
Washington, as “chronic progressive 
bureaucracy." He said that hospitals 
should at least "go down fighting," by 
documenting expenses caused by govern- 
m en t 
r e q u ir e m e n ts 
and 
th en 
"educating" elected representatives and 
the public. 
In other matters concerning financial 
problems, 
Hospital 
Administrator 
William Diebner said he had been 
"surprised" last week by a letter from 
the state saying the district owes about 
$5,500 in additional inspection fees for 


the Convalescent Care Center. 
The district has already paid $5,200 in 
such fees. Diebner ¿aid; the $5,500 was 
added because the cost of the CCC was 
twice as much as initially estimated. 
The district had also paid $7,200 for 
plan checks and advance payment for in­ 
spection of other expansion projects 
which were later abandoned. Diebner 
said he would ask for a refund of some of 
that $7,200. since the state never had 
anything to inspect, to help the district 
pay the additional CCC fees. 
Also last night, a representative of a 
San Francisco-based hospital consulting 
firm tried to convince the board that a 
master plan would make the district 
more efficient — better able, for exam­ 
ple, to get approval of "certificates of 
need" now required by the state before 
licensing or changes in licensing of 
any health facilities, (The district 
recently needed approval of such a cer­ 
tification for 13 additional intermediate 
care beds at CCC.) 
John Raffetto of Rothrock Inter­ 
national said that the master plan would 


take about four months to develop and 
would cost $15,000. "but will probably 
save you money in the long run." 
"If time permitted. I could do much 
the same thing his (Raffetto’s) company 
proposes to do," Diebner said, adding 
that he could not easily tear himself 
away from the "day-to-day" business of 
the hospital. 
Raffetto said that the planning fee 
would be "absolutely reimbursable" by 
the government, with Diebner adding 
that such refunds would amount to only 
55 to 60 per cent. 
"I have a very iffy feeling about 
ery 
Medicare and Medical paying for this," 
director Carol Ann Johnson commented, 
"Since they’re so reluctant to pay other 
charges that seem to be more legitimate 
(than hiring a master planner), it seems 
incongruous that they would fork out 
$15,000 for this." Diebner said later that 
planning is mandated by law. 
Johnson said she recognized the need 
for a master plan, but was disturbed by 
having to hire such a service in order to 
better deal with bureaucratic complex­ 


ity, the new need approval process. Raf­ 
fetto said that if anything in their 5-10 
year master plan required a state ap­ 
proved certificate of need, Rothrock 
would help the district get it, even 5-10 
years hence. 


"It sounds almost too good to be true," 
Jonnson commented after Raffetto had 
left the meeting. Director Dennis Inouye 
also expressed skepticism about Raffet­ 
to’ s presentation and suggested the dis­ 
trict research other planning firms 
before deciding on Rothrock, if any. 
In other matters, the board: 
— Received the monthly financial 
statem ent, showing for the acute 
hospital a March surplus of $16,133 and 
an $18,814 deficit for the year. For the 
CCC, there was a March net deficit of 
$7,022 and a $117,014 deficit for the year 
to date. 
- Was notified that each member has 
to file his or her first report in accor­ 
dance with a conflict of interest code ap­ 
proved and adopted last week by the 
county board of supervisors 


hearing to allow public input on the 
proposed budget and general revenue 
sharing expenditures in particular. 
Additional stipulations are that the 
notice of the revenue sharing hearing 
must be published at least 10 days before 
it is held, and that notice of the public 
hearing on the preliminary budget be 
published at least 10 days in advance. 
Because of these requirements, the 
following schedule of budget considera­ 
tions has been adopted: 
May 6 — Notice of the revenue sharing

If the council feels that additional 
work sessions are needed, Wahlers said, 
meetings could be scheduled after June 6 
and prior to June 21. 
The city administrator had reported 
earlier that anticipated revenues for

departmental requests, which totaled 
$950,000 in excess of that amount, were 
being pared down so that the budget 
would balance. 
* "To accomplish this," Wahlers said, 
"the proposed budget will include no new 
positions and the deletion of some ex­ 
isting programs will be required." 
Wahlers also has reported that while 
inflation has hit the budget planning 
process hard this year, no increase is an­

Top economic 
indicators 
show increase 


W ASH IN G TO N ( U P I ) - The 
g o v ern m en t’s Index of L eading 
Econom ic Indicators, supposed to 
foretell future economic activity, in­ 
creased 1.4 per cent in March, the 
largest climb in 20 months, the Com­ 
merce Department said today. 
“The size of the increase is pretty 
good," said economist Feliks Tamm. "It 
is an encouraging sign for the economy. 
And I don’t see any reason why it 
shouldn’t continue.” 
The 1.4 per cent jump was the largest 
since the index climbed 2.3 per cent in 
July, 1975, the department said. 
The March climb compared to a 
revised 0.7 per cent increase in 
February. The index fell 1.3 per cent in 
January when cold weather was plaguing 
much of the nation. 
The composite index rose in March to 
129.7 per cent of the 1967 base 
The index has been a reliable indicator 
of which direction the economy will take 
in the next three or four months. An in­ 
crease suggests rising production at fac­ 
tories. mines and utilities and more 
prom ising op p o rtu n ities for job 
seekers.

Moratorium voted on hiring 
outside contracts on base 


The House voted this week to 
impose a moratorium on the 
hiring of outside contractors to 
perform com m ercial, in­ 
dustrial and research and 
developm ent activities at 
militar) installations. 


The ten-month freeze — until 
March 15,1978 — is designed to 
allow Congress to study the 
r a m ific a tio n s 
of 
the 
“contracting out” phenomenon. 


“The practice of using out­ 
side personnel to perform func­ 
tions on base has increased 
dramatically in recent years,” 
said C on gressm an Bob 
Lagomarsino arguing in sup­ 
port of the study. “It’s time we 
found out what this means in 
terms of costs, the effects on 
morale, and the ultimate effect 
on mission capability.” 


The contracting freeze was 
included in a $35.9 billion 
defense authorization bill sent 
to the Senate Monday. It passed 
the House 347-43 


In a speech on the House 
floor. Lagomarsino said base 
commanders are using outside 
contractors to circumvent 
congressionally mandated base 
manpower ceilings, which he 
described as “often too low to 
permit performance of the as­ 
signed mission.” 


“If a particular function is 
deemed to be essential then it 
should be performed by the per­ 
sonnel trained to do it, not ‘hid­ 
den’ by contracts with the 
private sector.” he remarked 
Lagomarsino said some 
military and civilian employes 
at the bases are being made 
"sacrificial lambs on the altar 
of false economy.” 
He said the practice of con­ 
tracting out as a budget device 
results in the breaking up of 
trained teams and is causing a 
severe morale problem among 
base employes 
Also included in the bill is a 
provision requiring that local 
government officials be given 
30 days advance notice of any 
chemical or biological tests, 
and another provision requiring 
60 days notice to Congress 
before any base reductions or 
closures

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WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
CIA said today it knew of the 
disappearance in 1968 of a ship 
carrying 200 tons of uranium 
ore hut would not comment on 
reports the cargo ended up in 
Israel for nuclear weapons. 
“ We know the ship vanished 
and that was the end of it for 
us,” a CIA spokesman said. 
“ The ship was not American. 
The cargo was not American.” 
The spokesman declined to 
comment on any other aspects 
of the mystery ship and said the 
agency was not the source of 
news stories on the incident. 
The New York Times and the 
Los Angeles Times said in 
separate stories today that 200 
tons of uranium — enough to 
produce 30 nuclear weapons — 
disappeared nine years ago in 
the Mediterranean in a “ James 
Bond” type operation that 
diverted the cargo to Israel. 
The New York Times said the 
incident was related in a speech 
to be delivered today in Austria 
by Paul L. Leventhall, a former 
Senate Government Operations 
Committee staff expert on the 
spread of nuclear weapons. 
The Los Angeles Times said it 
was the single biggest disap­ 
pearance of nuclear material in 
history. 
The New York Times said it 
obtained details of the mystery 
from an unnamed CIA official. 
‘‘The m ystery began in 
Novem ber, 1968, when a 
freighter with a cargo of 400,000 
pounds of uranium ore left 
Antwerp bound for Genoa after 
a stop in Rotterdam,’’ The New 
York Times said. “ The ship and 
the cargo never reached their 
planned destination.” 
Both newspapers quoted a 
senior official in Europe as say­ 
ing the ship, which had been fly­ 
ing the German flag, reap­ 
peared several weeks later with 
a crew of a different nationality 
— and without its uranium 
cargo 
“ It was a James Bond story 
and a real headache for us."

It was installed that way dur­ 
ing routine maintenance just 
before the well erupted last Fri­ 
day in the Norwegian Ekofisk 
oil field, halfway between 
Norway and Britain. 


The Norwegian government 
Thursday ordered the whole 
field closed pending reports on 
safety 
Phillips officials in the United 
States asked Adair, the world’s 
best-known oil well firefighter, 
to take a personal hand He left 
Houston Thursday night for 
Stavanger, where he was ex­ 
pected to arrive this afternoon 
Adair, at 62. was not expected 
to take part physically in the 
battle to cap the well. 
Two of his lieutenants — 
Asger “ Boots” Hansen and 
Richard "Toots” Hatteberg — 
have been in charge on the 
scene since their arrival Sun­ 
day. 
Gordon Goering, regional 
manager of Phillips Petroleum 
Norway, said a new technique

SACRAM ENTO '(U P I) - 
Legislation cracking down on 
“ cactus nappers” in California 
deserts passed the Assembly 
Thursday on a 70-0 vote.

SACRAMENTO. Calif. (UPI) 
— Mob figures from all over the 
country are coming to Califor­ 
nia in increasing numbers 
because of the absence of 
organized crime controls, the 
good weather and the state’s 
vast wealth, a confidential 
report disclosed Thursday 
The report by Attorney 
General Evelle Younger said 
known underworld gangsters 
from New York. Arizona, 
Michigan. Pennsylvania. Ohio 
and Louisiana have in the last 
vear either moved into Cali-

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fornia or visited other mobsters 
there. 
“ Persons with organized 
crime connections are indeed 
coming west to reside, visit, or 
exert criminal influence within 
California.” the report, ob­ 
tained by U PI. said. 
It said organized crime in 
California involved the garment 
industry in Los Angeles and San 
Diego, pornographic films, loan 
sharking, and to a small extent 
automobile dealerships. 
The annual report on the 
status of organized crime in 
California also disclosed that 
prison-spawned gangs are car­ 
rying out major sophisticated 
narcotics selling operations and 
“ contract” murders in Califor­ 
nia. 
The gangs, once confined to 
California prisons, have estab­ 
lished new operations through­ 
out the state, developed better 
com m unications and have 
placed emphasis on "financial­ 
ly rewarding crimes.” 
The prison gangs named in 
the report were the 1.000- 
member Mexican Mafia, its 
smaller rival Nuestra Fam ilia. 
the Aryan Brotherhood and the 
Black Guerrilla Family. 
“ Through a combination of 
collective support.” the report 
said, 
“detailed organization 
and crim inal skills, prison 
gangs have become strong 
enough to conduct major street 
operations in narcotics, rob­ 
bery, forgery and contract 
killings " 


The confidential report made 
to the legislature said drug traf­ 
ficking was “ one of the most 
enduring problems plaguing 
California ”

B E R K E L E Y , Calif. (U P I) - 
University of California offi­ 
cials have launched an investi­ 
gation into whether a secret 
club made up mostly of frater­ 
nity men was responsible for 
the damaging last week of an 
orthodox Jew ish commune

A university spokesman said 
Thursday that other similar in­ 
cidents that have not involved 
Jewish groups or sites have left 
uncertain the question of 
whether anti-semitic intent is 
established. 
However, representatives of 
the commune. Chabad House, 
met with Michael Smith, the 
legal adviser in Chancellor 
Albert Bowker’s office, to ap­ 
prise him of the developments 
in which an attempt was made 
to tear down the commune’s 
fence. 


It was the second “ trashing” 
incident at the commune in two 
weeks. 


Chabad members have de­ 
manded the guilty individuals 
be punished, and attention has 
centered on the secret 60- 
member club, which has been 
on campus for many years and 
meets on alternate Wednesdays 
for a beer bash which UC of­ 
ficials say has become in­ 
creasingly troublesome.

DALLAS (U P I) - Former 
Watergate Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski has promised to make 
public his knowledge of former 
President Nixon's role in 
Watergate if Nixon does not 
make the confession himself in 
upcoming television interviews. 
Jaworski says he has infor­ 
mation on deeds Nixon “ wasn't 
proud of” and he will reveal it if 
Nixon does not adm it he 
obstructed justice in the White 
House. 
Televised interviews of Nixon 
by commentator David Frost 
are scheduled to begin Wednes­ 
day. 
jaworski said Thursday Nix­ 
on should at the very least ad­ 
mit to obstruction of justice 
even though there were other 
offenses that could have been 
brought against him 
“ There was a question to the 
matter he had with (H R .) 
Haldeman. particularly as 
related to the possibliiy of 
Haldeman com m itting per­ 
jury." Jaworski said 
When .asked if he would 
reveal Nixon’s role in Water­ 
gate if the former president did 
not do so in the interviews, 
Jaworski said. “ Yes, I intend 
to ” 
The former special prosecu­ 
tor said he does not expect Nix­ 
on to face up to charges of abus­ 
ing his office in the interview 
and will try instead to shift the 
blame 
“ I have the feeling, between 
you and me. that he's going to 
lay a lot of this off on his staff," 
Jaworski said “ If I were in his 
shoes, I just would not know 
how to tackle this situtation un­ 
less I was prepared to say, ‘Yes 
I was guilty of wrongdoing ’ 1 
don’t think he’ll ever say that.” 
Jaworski said he had listened 
to several taped conversations 
between Nixon and his aides 


which have not been made 
public. 
He said one conversation 
between Nixon and Charles 
Colson “ revealed something 
about some of his other ac­ 
tivities. some of his staff 
members and some of his own 
reactions to things.” 
Jaworski said while the con­ 
versation did not relate to 
Watergate, “ they related to 
some things I ’m sure he wasn’t 
proud of. I know I wasn’t as an 
American citizen." 
Last year, following the 
publication of his book, “ The 
Right And The Power.” Jawor­ 
ski said the Nixon-Colson con­ 
versations reminded him of 
“ two ward heelers talking in 
the rear room of a neighbor­ 
hood dive.” 
Jaworski. 71, said his reac­ 
tion to the Nixon interviews will 
appear in a national publica­ 
tion 
He did not identify the 
periodical. 


Soviet divers 
beneath Pole 


MOSCOW (U P I) - Soviet 
divers have become the first to 
swim beneath the North Pole, 
the official Soviet news agency 
Tass said Thursday. 


The agency said the informa­ 
tion was re layed to the 
Research Institute of the Arctic 
and Antartica in Leningrad, 
which is currently carrying out 
weather experiments on the 
polar ice cap.

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Community involvement 
plea made by Gov. Brown 


NORWALK (UPI) - Gov 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. said 
state government cannot solve 
the problems of the mentally ill 
but community involvement 
would help solve the problems 
of “people in our society who 
have fallen by the wayside.” 


Brown visited Metropolitan 
State Hospital Thursday, talked 
with patients and told volun­ 
teers that caring for Hie men­ 
tally ill was the responsibility 
of the community, not the func­ 
tion of government. 
“For one thing,” he said, 
“government doesn’t have the 
money. It can use its financial 
base, but it cannot subsitute for 
human compassion." 
After touring parts of the 
facility and speaking to pa­ 
tients. he addressed about 30 
volunteers who have joined the 
Governor’s Volunteer Program 
to help mentally ill patients. 
“I’m hesitant about being in 
this role” he said. “ I’m just a 
catalyst. This is your commit­ 
ment." 
Brown was approached by 
several patients when he first 
arrived at the institution, one a 
teen-age girl who told him. “We 
don't have seat covers on the 
toilets and there are roaches in 
the showers.” Speaking rapidly 
as Brown tried to move into the 
building, she said. “Can you 
find out about girls who might 
get hurt by men on the 
grounds’’” 
Brown, pointing to hospital 
administrator Mel Towery, 
said. “ Have you met your 
director?” 
“I never see him,” she said. 
“We never see people who can 
help us.” 
Brown said he would check 
her com plaints about the 
roaches and the toilets and 
Towery said he would talk to 
her. 
Brown, followed by reporters 
and television camera crews, 
moved through a lounge and 
talked with patients and volun­ 
teers then held a private 
meeting with some patients 
before addressing the volun­ 
teers who work at the hospital. 
“I certainly get the feeling 
we have a long way to go," 
Brown said in response to a 
question “ But we re going to 
increase the staff, and increase 
the training and involve the 
community people in a one-to- 
one relationship w ith the 
patients." 
He said the volunteer pro­ 
gram was showing progress, 
but said it was still an experi­ 
ment “ We can’t give a report 
card yet." 
He said he wanted to have as 
many volunteers as there are 
patients. 
“These are people in our 
society who have fallen by the 
wayside. We have to bear their 
burden and share their prob­ 
lems Ultimately, the citizen 
has to participate in some form 
in providing the human contact. 


“The question is whether we 
want a rich pluralistic system 
or tred the dreary path of a 
b u re a u c ra tic , m onolithic 
state.” the governor said. 


“The trend is toward more 
bureaucratic, centralized go­ 
vernment. And what society 
needs is for a return of com­ 
munity spirit of mutual aid and 
self support.”

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
First Lady Rosalynn Carter is 
back in the White House and in 
“great spirits” today, one day 
after undergoing surgery to 
remove a non-cancerous lump 
in her breast. 
Aides said the 49-year-old 
First Lady was up and about the 
White House within three hours 
of the 40-minute operation per­ 
formed at Bethesda Naval 
Hospital Thursday afternoon. 
Doctors discovered the lump 
about 2 p.m. EDT during Mrs 
C arter’s 
routine six-month 
gynecological checkup, accord­ 
ing to her press secretary, 
Mary Hoyt President Carter 
was immediately informed of 
tiie discovery and was told his 
wife was going into surgery. 
T he b en ig n lum p w as 
removed by Capt 
William 
Fouty. chairman of the hos­ 
pital’s surgery department and 
the same doctor who performed 
a mastectomy on Betty Ford 
when a lump in her breast was 
found to be cancerous 
Mrs. Carter received a local 
anesthetic. Mrs Hoyt said, and 


returned to the White House 
about 5 p.m. after receiving 
results of a biopsy showing “the 
lump was found to be non- 
malignant.” 
The President, informed of 
the results by White House 
physician Dr. William Lukash, 
g re e te d his w ife a t the 
diplomatic reception entrance. 
“She's up and about and in 
great spirits.” Mrs. Hoyt said, 
adding that she expects no 
changes in her schedule 
“I 
don't know what breast and 
what size the lump was.” Mrs. 
Hoyt said

Bargaining 
measure 
advances 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
bill aimed at ending the “let’s 
m ake a d e a l” system of 
sentence bargaining in return 
for guilty pleas by criminal 
suspects has gained passage 
from the Senate. 
The bill (SB295) by Sen. Den­ 
nis C arpenter, 
R-Newport 
Beach, was sent to the As­ 
sembly Thursday on a 25-13 
vote. It would prohibit judges 
from discussing possible sent­ 
ences before a suspect pleads 
guilty. 
Carpenter said the bill was an 
effort to “end the game I call 
‘let’s make a deal’” and would 
result in a better criminal 
justice system. 
Opponents argued that unless 
judges can bargain sentences in 
exchange for guilty pleas, more 
cases would go to trial, clogging 
courts and forcing the creation 
of costly judgeships. 
Currently, judges may meet 
with prosecutors and defense 
attorneys to discuss the possi­ 
bility of accepting a guilty plea 
to a lesser charge by a defen­ 
dant in a criminal trial. 
The plea usually is not 
entered, however, unless the 
judge agrees to a certain 
sentence. 
“ I think it’s immoral for 
judges to make that kind of deal 
on behalf of the people without 
even h earin g any of the 
evidence.” Carpenter argued. 
“This is one of the reasons for 
the deterioration of public con­ 
fidence in the criminal justice 
system.” 
He said the bill would not 
hamper prosecutors in bargain­ 
ing with defendants for guilty 
pleas to lesser charges, but was 
aimed at requiring judges to 
hear the facts of a case before 
sentencing. 
“ Besides it will simply shove 
the process underground," he 
said.

The Rehabilitation Depart­ 
ment spokesman said Mrs. 
Roberts received $15 per day in 
meal money for the one-week 
trip plus the additional costs of 
double accommodations for her 
and her husband She did not 
receive an attendant’s salary. 


regarding meals, exercise, per­ 
sonal hygiene and other health 
m atters. 
G enerally, they 
remove much of the discretion 
currently excerised by local 
sheriffs and jailers. 
But the report also recom­ 
mends that inmates be “free to 
engage in sexual behavior as 
otherwise permitted by law 
and be guaranteed conjugal 
visits “with any person chosen 
by the prisoners not prohibited 
by state law" at least once a 
month for at leest four months 
The task force recommended, 
that prisoners who were on 
methadone prior to imprison­ 
ment would have the right to 
continue treatment with the 
drug. 
It also called for elimination 
of a section of the current rules 
allowing jailers to exclude 
obscene literature or material 
“ tending to incite murder, 
arson, riot, violent racism or 
any other form of violence. 
The report said fem ale 
prisoners who become pregnant 
should be paroled or temporari­ 
ly released, abortions should be 
provided at no cost to prisoners 
requesting them and prisoners 
should be provided with con­ 
traceptives. 
Membership of the task force 
was drawn from the Depart­ 
ment of Health and other local 
and private health agencies as 
well as organizations such as 
the Prisoners’ Union and Equal 
Rights Advocates of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
The newspaper said there 
was only nominal participation 
from local government officials 
which run the jails and would 
have to find financing for the 
new facilities required by such 
standards 
Participants said local gov­ 
ernment representatives often 
dissented on many recommen­ 
dations on grounds of practical­ 
ity and cost but were overruled 
by the majority on the task 
force.

Youth, 23 
convicted 
for spying 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Christopher John Boyce, 23, son 
of a former FBI agent, was con­ 
victed Thursday of espionage 
for microfilming thousands of 
classified documents at an 
aerospace company to be sold 
to Russian diplomats. 
A U.S. District Court jury 
that listened to almost three 
weeks of testimony and argu­ 
ment deliberated only three 
hours before returning the ver­ 
dict against Boyce 23, a former 
security clerk at TRW Inc. 
As Boyce’s trial went to the 
jury Thursday, opening state­ 
ments began in the trial of 
co-defendant Andrew Daulton 
Lee, 25. who allegedly carried 
the m icrofilm to Russian 
diplomats in Mexico City for 
almost two years. 
The FBI said the Russians 
paid them $70,000 for “thou­ 
sands of documents." 
Boyce and Lee each mounted 
legal defenses blaming the 
other. 
Boyce claimed Lee black­ 
mailed him into working for the 
Russians, threatening to report 
that Boyce had written an 
anonymous letter to unmask a 
purported CIA operation in 
A u stra lia , and im p lica te 
Boyce’s father, a former FBI 
agent and chief of security at 
the McDonnell Douglas aeros­ 
pace company. Boyce said he 
tried to sabotage Lee by choos­ 
ing harmless documents. 
Lee said Boyce duped him 
into believing they were actual­ 
ly working for the CIA. relaying 
doctored documents to mislead 
the Soviets. 
The prosecution said the 
blackm ail d efen se was a 
“myth.” that Boyce thought it 
would be adventurous to be a 
spy.

playing Contraceptives Is NOT 
Crime" and "Get Over Your 
Puritanical Hangups,” Baird 
and his followers then walked a 
block to the police station 
where the display was set up 
again. 
About 100 bystanders ap­ 
plauded and cheered “Right on, 
Baird.” 
Inside the station, Baird 
challenged Cowles to arrest 
him. 
Cowle3 eyed Baird angrily 
and refused to answer his ques­ 
tions about 
the summonses. 
Eight minutes later. Baird left 
“As far as I am concerned, 
the hearing has been can­ 
celed ” Cowles said after the 
protest was over He also said 
the summonses were being 
withdrawn. 
"I think it’s a terrific vic­ 
tory." said Baird when he 
learned of the action "I think it 
was ludicrous the charges were 
brought in the first place.” 
Baird spent three months in 
jail 10 years ago for violating 
the same statute when he dis­ 
played birth control pills to 
2.000 people at Boston Univer­ 
sity.

ST LOUIS (UPI) - A young 
Vietnam veteran, unable to find 
a full-time job because of his 
undesirable discharge, pleaded 
his case to a videotape camera 
Thursday. 


The young man, who asked 
not to be identified publicly, 
spent a year on combat duty in 
Vietnam and then was given a 
30-day leave. He went AWOL 
for 153 days in 1970 after he 
received orders to go to Ger­ 
many. 
“I thought it was unfair that I 
should 
get another tour 
overseas,” he said, looking into 
the camera. ”1 asked for a dif­ 
ferent assignment. I wanted to 
be a drill instructor and I had 
all the qualifications, except I 
had orders for Germany.” 
The videotape of the man’s 
plea will be reviewed within a 
couple of weeks by a five- 
member panel of the Army 
Discharge Review Board in 
Washington. Within six weeks 
after the board's review, the 
soldier will be notified of the 
disposition of his case. His dis­ 
charge could be upgraded to a 
g en eral d isch a rg e or an 
honorable discharge. Or. his 
request could be denied. 
"I haven't had a full-time job 
since I’ve been out.” he said. 
"They look at your record and 
turn their head. I'm hoping this 
hearing will help.” 
Many young men share that 
hope and are flocking to places 
where such individual hearings 
are being held throughout the 
country. Each former soldier is 
accompanied by a counselor, 
who makes sure the appropri­ 
ate facts are revealed. 
“We try to learn the ex­ 
tenuating 
circum stances.” 
said Col Murray Kleinfeld. who 
presided over the videotape 
presentations in St. Louis. “We 
already know what the man 
did; we want to know why he 
did it. These hearings don’t 
have an adversary relationship; 
we just want to get the facts. 
The worst thing that can happen 
is you go out of here with what 
you came in with 
"Under President Carter’s 
program being AWOL is not a 
compelling reason for an un­ 
desirable 
discharge," 
Klein­ 
feld said

PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - 
The mother of one of three boys 
charged with beating and ston­ 
ing to death eight African 
flamingos at the Philadelphia 
Zoo says she doesn’t “think 
they were meaning any harm."

FDA snack bar 


still serving 


saccharin 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Rep 
Garence J. Brown, R- 
Ohio. warns that eating in the 
Food and Drug Administration 
snack bar may be hazardous to 
your health, by FDA standards. 
" It’s no secret that the 
American people have not been 
frightened by the great saccha­ 
rin scare.” Brown said Thurs­ 
day in a news release, “but one 
would think such a serious 
hazard would prompt FDA of­ 
ficials to remove the offending 
s u b s t a n c e from its own 
premises." 
Brown reported, however, 
that members of his staff 
frequently buy diet soft drinks 
containing saccharin in build­ 
ings run by both the FDA and 
the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare.

Radical sociologist 
A quieter Edwards fights for his job

B E R K E L E Y , C alif. - 
(N EA ) - If Prof. Harry 
Edwards had it to do all over 
again, he wouldn’t. 


Given a new time frame, he 
has abandoned his bellicosity 
of almost a decade ago for im­ 
passioned pleading. 


And Prof. Edwards has a lot 
to plead about. At the Univer­ 
sity of California at Berkeley, 
where he is an assistant 
professor in the sociology 
department, Edwards has 
been denied faculty tenure by 
the members of the depart­ 
ment by a vote of 10 to 8. He 
will teach through this year 
and possibly longer, but 
without the security that 
tenure would have given him. 
Edwards is fighting the 
tenure turndown, which is go­ 
ing through the university’s 
cumbersome review process, 
“ though I have a drawer full 
of other job offers.’’ 


“ It ’s important I fight 
this,” he say?. “ If they ca 
get rid of a sociology 
professor who has taught a 
quarter of the 40,000 students 
who have passed through this 
department since 1968, who 
has published over 51 articles 
and three books, who is a 
leading authority in the field 
of sports sociology, who is a 
member of a standing com­ 
m ittee of the American 
Sociological Association, who 
has lectured at over 400 other 
colleges and universities both 
in this country and inter­ 
nationally in the last five 
years — if they can get rid of 
this individual, then it 
becomes an intimidating

D ESPITE O FFERS of other jobs, Edwards will 
continue to fight for tenure at the University of 
California. “ If they can get rid of (m e),” he 
says, “ then it becomes an intimidating force on 
whoever else may be hired at this institution. 


force on whoever else may be 
hired at this institution." 


The words pour out of 
Edwards in a fervid flow of 
long, elegant sentences as he 
paces his little office in 
clu ttered Room 492 of 
Barrows Hall high on the cam­ 
pus of the university. Harry 
Edwards has an evangelical 
quality in his speech. 


It takes one back to the 
Harry Edwards of 1968, who 
was then a young academi­ 
cian, a sociology professor at 
San Jose State University. 50 
miles to the south of Berkeley. 
• There he spawned the Olym­ 
pic Project for Human Rights 
and created a world-wide 
furor. His leading of the 
boycott by black athletes 
threatened the Olympic 
Games in Mexico City and led 
to the raised fist gestures by 
sprinters Tommy Smith and 
Jon Carlos on the victory 
stand, after the 200 meters 
run, which signalled the in­ 
tertwining of sports and 
politics in American society. 


“The black athlete,” he said 
then in an NEA report, 
“ spends four hours a day in 
the participation of this sport. 
He spends 20 hours of every 
day in a cracker racist socie­ 
ty He’s the pawn of a cracker 
„ game.” 
But the manifest rage of 
that Harry Edwards, then 25, 
has been filtered into thought­ 
ful rhetoric, delivered through 
the system, by a man who will 
now wear a necktie and smile 
and tone down the acerbic 
racist taunts that filled his old 
speech patterns. 
Edwards' relative retreat 
into academia these last few 
years — he went from San 
Jose State to collect a doc­ 
torate at Cornell University 
and then was hired by the 
Berkeley school — has left an 
impression he has become an 
establishment figure 
“ Just the opposite,” he 
counters. “ People confuse

sensationalism with produc­ 
tivity .«One has to move away 
from sensationalism. One has 
to move away from the one- 
shot spark and get down to the 
gruelling, dull, hard work of 
analysis. I’m much more con­ 
cerned about what people 10 to 
15 years from now — who 
never heard about what 
happened in 1968, after the 
bombast has died down — of 
those people being able to go 
to the record and saying, 
‘Wow, there must have been 
some work done here.’ 
“ One can not hope to go 
back and be effective simply 
through the ritualistic re­ 
expression of tacks that were 
dramatic and made a point. 
The price paid by those who 
had made the gesture (as 
Smith and Carlos did) would 
be p ro h ib itive and un­ 
conscionable. It’s not just 
they who pay, but their 
families also. I could name 
two dozen Olympian gold 
medal winners — black — who 
are catching hell.” 
Edwards maintains he has 
kept his critical focus through 
his writings and lectures. 
“ I don’t feel that any 
perspective I had on sport in 
1967 and 68 was wrong,” he 
says. “ One has to move from 
dramatization to systemic 
analysis of the problem if 
you’re not to get ensnared in 
some kind of emotional 
masturbation. Intellectuality 
without passion results in 
sterility, but passion devoid of 


intellectuality results in 
chaos.” 
Yet Edwards remains an 
iconoclast. Part of his trouble 
with the administration of the 


university stems from an un­ 
sanctioned trip he took to 
mainland China for two 
months last year to study the 
sports structure of the 
Peoples Republic. 
“ When unique opportunities 
come in a person’s, exper­ 
tise,” maintains Edwards, 
“ he should be given time off.” 
Edwards, an imposing 
physical presence at six feet 
eight indies tall (he was a 
varsity basketball player and 
tra ck man in his un­ 
dergraduate days at San Jose 
State), first came up for 
tenure, which academically 
amounts to a lifetime job for a 
professor, in 1972 and was 
denied it because he had given 
a true-false test to his lecture 
class. 
He came up for promotion 
again in ’75 and the depart­ 
ment voted to retain him until 
the current year, at which 
time a decision would be 
made. The recent 10-8 vote 
against him was a bitter blow. 
He claims that such people 
as 
Congressm an 
Ron 
Dellum s, Sen. Edw ard 
Brooke, state legislator Willie 
Brown, labor leader Cesar 
Chavez and Jane Fonda have 
written to Chancellor Albert 
H. Bowker on his behalf. 
A university spokesman 
says that only a carbon copy 
of a letter from Brown has 
been received. 
It seems strange that this 
man who used such dramatic 
tactics to call attention to the 
plight of the blades in 1968 
would be content with 
thoughtful rhetoric for his 
own cause. 
“ The times create the tenor 
of activity,” he shrugs “ It’s 
not individuals. At the time if 
I had been dealing at the level 
I’m dealing in now, not only 
would I not have been heard, 
but what I was trying to say 
would not have been un­ 
derstood.” 
Today Harry Edwards is 
confident he will be heard 
because of his erudite atten­ 
tion to the role of athletics in 
modem society. 
“ The removal of sport from 
the toy department of human 
affairs, from the realm of fun 
and games, to what it tells us 
about society and ourselves, 
has occurred since then,” he 
points out. “ Sports is an in­ 
tegral component of the social 
system in every modem socie­ 
ty. It teaches us that people 
are victim ized and im ­ 
prisoned by ideas and tradi­ 
tion as much as they are by 
bars and by physical violence 
and restraints.”

Politics as usual 


When President Jimmy 
Carter formally started his 
race for the White House in 
1974, he declared that “all 
federal judges, diplomats and 
other major officials should be 
selected on a basis of strict 
merit.” 
During the campaign he ac­ 
cused Republicans of using 
high government posts “as 
dumping grounds for unsuc­ 
cessful candidates.” And he 
claimed to have been shocked 
when traveling abroad to find 
U.S. ambassadors who were 
“fat, bloated contributors to 
Richard Nixon who couldn’t 
even speak the language of the 
country they were in.” 
And now President Carter 
has unveiled some diplomatic 
appointments. 
First, former Sen. Gale 
McGee, rejected by Wyoming 
voters last fall, is Carter’s 
choice as ambassador to the 
Organization of American 
States. His entire 
Spanish 
vocabularly reportedly con­ 
sists of the word “si.” 


Then there is Wisconsin 
Gov. Patrick J. Lucey whose 
re-electio n chances are 
dubious. He’s to be Ambas­ 
sador to Mexico, though he 
reportedly knows even less 
Spanish than McGee. 
Carter reached into Atlan­ 
ta’s power structure for a cou­ 
ple of diplomatic plums. Anne 
Cox 
Chambers, whose two 
Atlanta newspapers strongly 
supported Carter, gets the 
U.S. embassy in Belgium and 
Philip H. Alston Jr., an 
Atlanta lawyer, will be ambas­ 
sador to Australia. Both con­ 
tributed heavily to Carter’s 
campaign. 
It appears that Carter’s 
record so far of using embas­ 
sies as political patronage is 
on a par with those of the 
Ford, Nixon and earlier ad­ 
ministrations. 
What is distressing is the 
gap between what Carter said 
and what he is doing. He 
repeatedly promised to ap­ 
point only the best qualified 
people, and clearly he is 
engaging in politics as usual.

Energy plan's fine print 


What’s right about the Carter energy 
plan? 
It resists, for the most part, the temp­ 
tations of economic interventionists to 
fix prices below the level they would rise 
to under the free play of economic pres­ 
sure. It resists rationing, or outright 
proscription (for instance, of the big 
car). Anybody who 
wants to can still buy a 
big car and drive it 
around the block all 
day and all night, if 
that is his pleasure 
and he can afford to in­ 
dulge it 


What’s wrong with 
the C arter energy 
plan? 
Two things. 1. It ap­ 
pears to accept as the 
price of oil the ad­ 
ministered price of the 
OPEC exporters. It seems only yester­ 
day that the whole of the industrialized 
world was united in the resentment over 
the quadrupling of the price of oil by the 


OPEC powers. During those heated days 
drastic acts of retaliation were openly 
discussed, including at one point the pos­ 
sibility of military action. That no for­ 
mula for breaking down the cartel was 
hit upon hardly argues for the abandon­ 
ing of the search for such a formula. 
After all, during the same period we had 
no energy policy. Now that we are for­ 
mulating an energy policy, ought it not 
be conjoined with the policy directed at 
the cartel that is maintaining its prices 
at synthetically high levels? 
Surely we need direct action against 
$14 oil. and the best way to get it is to lay 
down discriminatory tariffs against the 
OPEC powers, taxing the imported 
barrel according as the producing nation 
is profiteering from the captive markets. 
Saudi Arabia, which spends 18 cents 
bringing up a barrel of oil would be taxed 
more heavily than, say. Venezuela, 
which spends a couple of dollars. If a $10 
import tax were put on Saudi oil, and an 
$8 tax on Venezuelan oil. the pressure on 
the Saudis to reduce their prices (thus 
fracturing the cartel) would be con­ 
siderable. As it stands, all Mr. Carter’s 


references to permitting the price of 
U.S. oil to rise gradually to the 
“market” price are misleading, in- 
asmQch as there is no market price. The 
price is the cartel price. 
And. of course, 2. There is all that 
dashing about with sacks of dollars by 
government messengers looking for in­ 
sulators. small car buyers, poor people, 
which messengers wiil surely lose their 
sense of direction before they are 
through. 


The higher cost of fuel should go 
straight to the producers. That much of 
it that is “windfall’’ should be exempt 
from taxation — so long as it is invested 
in exploration, development, or the 
search for substitute fuel sources. If the 
oil companies succeed, then the benefits 
will insure to all U.S. consumers. If they 
fail, then the windfall profits will realize 
nothing. 
The notion that we should accept the 
responsibility for diminishing the burden 
of the poorer consumers by the use of 
proceeds which should be devoted to the 
search for new fuels is intellectually dis­ 


tracting We don’t remit to the poorer 
people a part of the taxes paid by richer 
people on cigarettes and whiskey: rich 
and poor alike pay the same taxes on 
these commodities. So should it be with 
oil. So was it with food when, thiee sum­ 
mers ago. the price of grain and of meat 
rose so steeply. 


Our concern for the poor should be a 
concern for their standard of living, and 
there are sound reasons to argue for 
direct subsidies at that standard of liv­ 
ing. But there is no argument that 
doesn't serve to complicate the respon­ 
sibility of the well-off for the less well- 
off for impounding tax revenues from the 
sale of a particular product and using 
them as the source of redistributionism. 
Help for the poor should come from 
general reserves, not from surpluses 
created by a tax designed to reduce de­ 
mand and increase supply. One suspects 
that President Carter is playing politics 
here. Let him do so. but let others refuse 
to play 
W ere not only engaged in 
fighting a fuel shortage, but in es­ 
tablishing important precedents. 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - When the 
president of the United States looks you 
straight in the eye and tells you that 
sacrifice is character-building, it’s time 
to count the family silver. 
Bitter experience suggests that when 
the ennobling effects of President 
Carter’s energy policy make themselves 
felt, it’s the average American who will 
wind up with the most 
ch a rac te r and the 
least money. 
O ver and o v e r. 
Carter insisted that 
every segm ent of 
society is being asked 
to bear an equal share 
of the burden of curb­ 
ing the nation’s in­ 
satiable appetite for 
energy, that “equity” 
is the guiding principle 
of his entire program. 
But anyone who 
honestly believes that Exxon and Gulf, 
say. will suffer the same net economic 
impact as the archetypical family of four 
must still be wondering where the 
Easter Bunny is 
If the President’s program is adopted 
intact, every consumer in America will 
pay more for gasoline, more for heating 
oil. more for natural gas, more for 
electricity and more for every product 
made from petroleum — which means 
just about anything you care to name 
these days as we all know from watching 
those helpful television commercials. 
Every dollar “more” that the average 
citizen shells out means just that much 
less in the family exchequer. Under the 
Carter plan, prices will rise as a result of 
added taxes rather than extra profits for 
the energy producers, but that is small 
solace to the consumer. 
The President says that if we’re vir­ 
tuous and reduce our energy consump­ 
tion, we ll get all that money back and 
then some in the form of tax rebates. But 
somehow the folks who give to the 
federal government never seem to be the 
same folks who get money back from 
Uncle Sam. 
The fellow who needs a big car because 
he has a large family, and who drives 50 
miles to work each day because there 
isn’t any other way to get there, won’t be 
getting any money back on the gasoline 
tax. The middle-income family paying 
$1.000 or so to insulate its home will get 
only a fraction of that sum back in the 
form of a tax credit, and the money 
saved through insulation will be taken 
away in higher prices for heating oil or 
natural gas 
All of which is to say that rebates or no 
rebates, millions of ordinary citizens 
will indeed be making genuine financial

sacrifices if Carter’s energy program is 
adopted. 
But what will the big oil and gas cor­ 
porations be losing that they now have? 
The answer, if you read the fine print 
of the Carter plan, is virtually nothing — 
as the P re sid e n t m ore or less 
acknowledged when he was asked that 
very question at his April 22 news con­ 
ference. 
What the energy producers will be 
required to relinquish is what Carter 
described as the “additional income’’ 
they had hoped to m ake if the 
R e p u b lic a n s had su cc eed e d in 
deregulating oil and gas prices. 
The companies are moaning that they 
stand to lose “billions” from the imposi­ 
tion of price controls on natural gas sold 
within the states where it is produced. 
But they don’t tell you how much extra 
they will make as a result of Carter’s 
proposal to allow higher prices on gas 
sold across state lines. 
Nor do they mention that Carter’s 
plan, while maintaining current ceilings 
on the price of oil already in production, 
would allow companies to charge the 
world cartel price for oil from offshore 
tracts leased hereafter and certain other 
new wells to be drilled in the future. 
TTiese juicy “carrots” to the oil and 
gas companies may indeed be necessary, 
as a matter of public policy, to insure an 
adequate supply of energy over the next 
10 to 20 years while alternative sources 
like solar or geothermal energy are 
developed. 
But let’s not kid ourselves about who 
is going to pay the price to achieve a 
more rational balance between supply 
and demand. The C arter 
energy 
program calls for sacrifices “of the peo­ 
ple, by the people and for the people .” 


H & Ocean by Harry Crompe 


Warren Brock, president of Valley 
Nitrogen Producers, Inc., in a statement 
published by the California Chamber of 
Commerce “ Alert” publication, hits 
hard at government agencies who sus­ 
tain their existence by the proliferation 
of rules and regulations. 
He gives a sound example. He writes 
of 
u re a 
d u s t, a 
harm less m aterial 
which is an excellent 
fertilizer and cattle 
feed additive. Urea 
dust, approved, is ap­ 
plied to forests by air­ 
craft to improve the 
health and growth of 
th e 
n a tio n ’s 
timberland and there 
is considerable dust, 
all useful, involved in 
the operation 
Thou­ 
sands of acres of 
rangeland are similarly spread with 
urea by aircraft to improve the pasture 
of the nation’s meat supply. 
So, Brock is mad at governmental en­ 
vironmental agencies who have ordered 
that an El Centro Plant be modified to 
halt the emission of 60 pounds of urea 
dust an hour The plant tower is current­ 
ly discharging 36 pounds per hour. 
Brock claims that to modify to con­ 
form to government orders would 
require an additional 500 horsepower. 
Fuel burned to produce electricity con­ 
tains about .5 per cent sulfur plus other

contaminants. About 30 gallons of fuel oil 
per hour will be required to meet the de­ 
mand of the additional motors to power 
dust control mechanisms. The 30 gallons 
of fuel oil will emit into the atmosphere 
some two and a half pounds of sulfur 
dioxide and three pounds of nitrogen ox­ 
ides each hour. 
The environmental agencies are in­ 
sisting that these highly toxic materials 
be released into the atmosphere to 
reduce by some 24 pounds per hour the 
amount of harmless urea dust. 
“It is ludicrous beyond belief that an 
industry or community is expected to go 
through the ritual of exchanging 
harmless urea for these poisonous sub­ 
stances simply to satisfy the whims of 
governmental agencies,” Brock writes 
Equally mind boggling is the fact that 
close to $2 million of capital investment 
and up to $800 per day of continuing 
operating costs will be necessary to in- 


stall and operate facilities which may or 
may not produce the required result. 
Brock continues: “It is highly relevant 
that even if the substantial investment is 
made, there is no assurance that it would 
accomplish its objectives because such 
equipment is so far theoretical and has 
never been proven. We believe it is em- 
minently unfair to ask the farmers of 
California to spend such monstrous sums 
of money which would result only in im­ 
pairing both the economy and the en­ 
vironment.”

A report from Tom Tiede 
on a monument to futility 


Is safeguard 'America's pyramid?' 
By Tom Tiede 


NEKOMA, N.D. - (NEA) 
— Two decades ago the Pen­ 
tagon decided that the Soviet 
Union’s 
Intercontinental 
Ballistic Missile business was 
so brisk that an anti-ballistic 
missile program was needed 
to keep America safe from at­ 
tack. Thq ABMs would be 
placed at strategic sites, said 
the military, to intercept any 
ICBMs sent from the 
Kremlin. 
At first the talk was of 24 
sites strung in an archipelago 
from Washington to the 
Pacific. Critics later reduced 
the figure to an even dozen. 
Eventually, following arms 
limitation agreements with 
Russia, the Defense Depart­ 
ment and Congress agreed 
that one station would have to 
do, and it was built in the 
wheat fields near this town. 
It cost more than $5 billion 
to construct the Nekoma 
facility. One billion dollars 
were spent on the facility 
itself, and the rest was for the 
years of research and 
development. Finally, in Oc­ 
tober of 1974, the nation s first 
and only ABM site was finish­ 
ed , one hundred missiles were 
on line, and 1,600 people, 
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waiting for Armageddon. 
No doubt you know the rest 
of the story. One year after 
the ABM compound became 
operational, Congress decided 
it would not be further funded, 
and the word came quickly 
from Washington: Phase out 
and close down. Within four 
months the missiles were 
removed, the technicians 
reassigned or sacked, and the 
Safeguard system was no 
more. 
Today the giant complex is 
almost deserted. Nearly 200 
new homes have become 
dwellings for ghosts. Wind 
drives tumbleweed against a 
clutch of 100 trailers, and 
between a chain of structures 
from the gymnasium to the 
Bachelor Enlisted Quarters. 
Cracks are appearing in the 
tennis courts. The com ­ 
missary and library are dark. 
The subterranean silos are 
beginning to corrode. Dry dirt 
has drifted in wavy mounds 
against the abandoned service 
station. The bowling alley 
r e ta in s its a u t o m a t ic 
pinsetters, but there are no 
players; a guard remains at 
the gate, but there are few 
visitors; the theater still has 
its screen, but there no longer 
are films to show. 
And to the east of the 
desolation, the heart of the 
compound — Missile Control 
Center — stands dead on a 
man-made hill. Built to last 
the ages, with walls eight feet 
thick, the triangular, 123-foot 
blockhouse is the official 
monument to the surrounding 
futility. Those who are left 
here say it looks like, and is, 
America’s pyramid. 
There are fewer than 200 
people left here, the bulk of 
them construction, or, more 
p r o p e r ly , 
d e s t r u c t io n 
workers. They serve at the 
responsibility of Maj. Fred 
Wegner, U.S. Army, the 
highest-ranking soldier still in 
holding. His job: to get rid of 
the property and prepare for a 
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at the nation’s first and only Safeguard ABM site, has 


become a monument to futility. 


complete evacuation and clos­ 
ing in September. 
It’s no simple chore, ter­ 
mination. Though hundreds of 
millions of dollars worth of 
property have already been 
removed from the site, an 
equal amount of it remains to 
be disposed of. There are 200,- 
000 pounds of brass workings 
in Missile Control alone, for 
example. Who wiU have it? 
N ot 
the 
g o v e r n m e n t. 
Scavengers may be the final 
insult to ABM. 
Some of the property is less 
of a problem than the rest. 
The 197 new homes, for in­ 
stance, are prefabricated, and 
if nothing else they can be dis­ 
assembled and taken to near­ 
by Grand Forks AFB. That is, 
if the quick-buck artists per­ 
mit; already some nefarious 
entrepreneur has peddled tiie 
homes to the Indians, getting 
down payments in some 
cases. 
Actually, the military 
wouldn’t mind selling the 
homes to the Indians itself. 
But there are considerations 
that rule out easy solutions. 
Recently, says Major Wegner, 
100 washing machines were 
sold on the local market, a 
generous deed which unfor­ 
tunately devastated the area’s 
commercial washer trade for 
the next half dozen years. 
Then there is the property 
that nobody wants. How does 
one sell an eight-million- 
gallon reservoir? An $60,000 
A B. Dick Videojet remains 


unclaimed. Hundreds of 
thousands of circuit boards, 
exclusively programmed for 
the ABM mission, cannot be 
reused. And if anyone wants 
to buy a 123-foot pyramid, the 
military has yet to hear from 
them. 
To compound the irony, 
some of the equipment here 
would cost too much to haul 
away. To get to one large 
generator, a construction 
crew spent $70,000 tearing 


down a wall hardened to 
withstand a nuclear blast; in 
that case the generator was 
worth it, but, according to 
Major Wegner, thousands of 
less valuable items are now 
simply trapped. 
Hence, in the end, the 
scavengers will come. There 
is some talk about a North 
Dakota Job Corps being 
located here, and Wegner says 
the missile silos have been 
mentioned (impossibly) as 
future grain silos. But as for 
Missile Control, its worth in 
the end will be merely as 
scrap. 


By October Missile Control 
will be stripped. All en­ 
trances, including the 
massive blast doors, will be 
sealed. Power will cease. The 
underground levels will fill 
with seepage. And in the best 
tradition of metaphysical 
lore, America’s pyramid w*u 
become a tomb, not 
. a 
monarch, but for a witlessly 
squandered fortune 
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Caring for your car 


Lubricating those seldom-lubed parts 


by Ray 


When was the last time you lubricated 
your door hinges? Your emergency brake 
cable? Your door locks? If you’re like most 
people the answer is probably—never. Yet 
by regularly lubricating these and other 
seldom-lubricated items on your car you 
can prevent squeaks, malfunctions due to 
corrosion, and extend the useful life of 
these various items. 
Before we start lubricating parts, the 
first step is to scoot over to your local auto 
parts supply store and get a small tube of 
white lithium grease, a small spray can of 
WD 40 or CRC, a small tube of graphite, a 
small can of silicone spray and a small can 
of rubber lubricant-and p reserv a tiv e 
spray. 
Okay, now 
w e’re ready to start 
lubricating. Let’s take care of all the hinges 
first. That includes hood hinges, door 
hinges, trunk hinges and the hinges on the 
door that covers your gas cap (on cars so 
equipped). 
Take your tube of white lithium grease, 
squeeze out a little dab on the tip of your 
finger. Rub it thoroughly into the pivot 
points of all the hinges. Work the hinges a 
little bit and then rub some more grease on 
them. 
. 
When applying the grease, don t operate 
under the assumption that if a little is good, 
a lot is better. Applying a lot of grease just 
means you’ll have a lot left on the outside of 
the various hinges where it does no good.. 
The only grease that does any good is that 
which you manage to get between the 
various parts of metal that are making con 
tact with one another as they move. A lot of 
grease on the outside is sloppy, messy, and 
likely to get on somebody’s clothes. 
Also, when you’re greasing the hood 
hinges, rub some grease on the hood latch 
too. That will keep it from sticking and 
keep it operating smoothly. 
Next let’s take care of the em ergency 
brake. You’ll have to crawl Under the^car 
for this. You may or may not have to 
elevate your car. depending on how high off 
the ground it’s sitting. But if you do, use 
jack stands or sturdy wooden blocks to hold 
it up, and make sure the wheels 
chocked securely. 
Underneath the car you’ll see where the 
emergency brake cable comes out of its 
housing at different places. Spray the ca 
with CRC or WD 40 at these areas so it will 
slide in and out of the housing easier. Also 
inspect the entire length of the cable. 
Anywhere it rubs against anything, suchi as 
the body floor pan, spray t ^ c a b U a n d t h e 
area it rubs against with a liberal shot. Th s 
will let the cable move a little easier *n<l cut 
down on the likelihood of the cable 
squeaking. 


Also, inside the passenger compartment, 
spray the moving parts of the lever or pedal 
used to apply the emergency brake. 
Now let’s give all the locks the once over. 
What you want to use here is your tube of 
graphite. Do all the locks, doors, trunk 
ignition, and so forth. The routine is the

same for each lock. Put the tip of the 
graphite tube in the lock s key slot, squeeze 
in some graphite, and then take the key and 
work it in and out of the lock a few times. 
This not only keeps the lock working free 
and easily but in winter it helps prevent the 
lock from freezing. 
If vou have a mechanical radio antenna, 
extend the antenna fully, and rub a little 
graphite over the entire antenna. Then 
collapse the antenna completely. 
and collapse the antenna a few times. This 
will keep the antenna working freely up 
and down. 
Don’t forget the windows. Roll each win 
dow down and spray each window channel 
with siKcone spray. The window chan 
nel—th a t’s the channel that the window 
glass rides up and down in. Spraying all the 


channels helps keep the windows operating 
smoothly. 
Also spray all the weather stripping with 
silicone spray. It keeps it soft and pliable 
and helps prevent water leaks. And don t 
forget the weather stripping around the 
trunk lid; that’s where a lot of leaks tend to 
occur as weather stripping gets older and 
brittle. 
And don’t forget those seat tracks. Those 
are the tracks your seats slide forward and 
backward on. Put a little white grease on 
each track. And using WD 40 or CRC.. spray 
the pivotal part of the arm you use to 
release the seats. 
Last, 
any 
place 
there 
are 
rubber 
bushings, such as the stabilizer bar, shock 
absorber ends, at the lower control arm, 
and so fo rth -sp ra y these with rubber lube 
and-preservative. This will keep them soft 
and pliable. Don’t use motor oil. It may look 
good when you rub it on, but it will cause 
the rubber to deteriorate. 
Lubricate these seldom I ubed areas at 
each oil change. Your car will appreciate it.

CBers use radio 
to track UFOs 


Do little green men in flying 
saucers listen to our CB con­ 
v ersations? No one will 
probably ever know. But this 
much is certain — a small 
band of CBers are using their 
two-way radios to follow un­ 
identified flying objects. 
The Citizens Radio UFO 
Netw ork (CRUFON), an 
offshoot of the private Inter­ 
national UFO Registry, is a 
loosely formed group of UFO 
enthusiasts who use their CBs 
to track the paths of the 
elusive flying saucers. 
D. William Hauck, North 
American director of IUFOR, 
says that CBs have become an 
important instrument in UFO 
hunting, especially in rural 
areas. 
“ CBs have proven very 
useful in several instances. 
One ca se w as in P en n ­ 
sylvania. A UFO sighting was 
m^ 1e about 4 a.m. and seen as 
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by Ink Dipper 


a nocturnal (night) light. 
“Two truckers sighted it, 
and the UFO was followed all 
the way into New York 
state.By the time it reached 
the state line the UFO had 
become a daylight disk, which 
is one of the only occurrences 
I can think of where a UFO 
has been seen in nocturnal 
light and followed through to 
daylight,” Hauck says. 
Considering that most peo­ 
ple buy CBs to keep up with 
highway patrol radar units, 
the fledgling CRUFON is a un­ 
ique use for the radios. 
People who operate on a 
CRUFON alert, passing along 
i n f o r m a t i o n 
on 
the 
whereabouts of a UFO, don't 
use their radios too different­ 
ly, though, than the trucker 
keeping an eye out for radar. 
When a UFO is spotted, the 
CBer puts out a call, telling 
what’s in sight and how it's 
moving. 
Other CBers can then look 
for it and verify the sighting 
There is no specialized code, 
though some items have been 
added to the standard 10-code. 
A 10-DD, for instance, is a 
sighting of a daylight disk. 
Once the sighting has been 
made and, hopefully, verified, 
CRUFON members use a toll- 
free telephone number to 
report their information to 
IUFOR. The information is 
fed into a computer, which 
already has data on about 80,- 
000 UFO sightings from all 
over the world. 
Sighting information and 
photographs will be used in 
future studies of UFOs.

The word “ print” is used to 
allude to anything from 
o r i g i n a l 
e t c h i n g s 
to 
m echanically 
reproduced 
photographs of fine art. 
“ We do not feel that a sign­ 
ed reproduction is an art 
form,” explained Sandy Gold­ 
man, who with her husband, 
Louis, own and operate a 
gallery in Wichita, Kan. 
She continued, “ The artist 
has taken the oil or watercolor 
painting to a photographer, 
had 
it 
p h o t o g r a p h e d , 
m echanically reproduced, 
numbered and signed the 
copies and called it a limited 
edition print.” 
“ What the public is paying 
for is a good mechanical 
process and the a r tis t’s 
signature,” Goldman added. 
Their criteria is not a form 
of snobbery. “ We’re skeptical 
of th e se re p ro d u c tio n s 
because museums and the 
great auction houses will not 
accept them as fine art.” 
They explained that auction 
houses, those with inter­ 
national reputations, are to 
the art world what Wall Street 
is to the world of finance. 
“ Art is a commodity.” 
How do you know whether 
your print is an etching, 
engraving, lithograph or 
reproduction? Although both 
etchings and engravings are 
known as intaglio processes, 
they are produced in different 
ways. An etching is the 
process of producing lines 
with an etching needle on 
metal which is then bitten by 
using acid. An engraving is 
produced by gouging lines by

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hand in a metal plate. A 
lithograph process enables the 
artist to apply a waxy sub­ 
stance on a stone from which 
the printing can be made 
without the need of an 
engraver. 
You can determine an 
etching by the “ embossed” 
feel of the picture. Turn the 
paper over and look № an im­ 
pression in the paper. Usually 
the etching plate is smaller 
than the paper size and the 
pressure used is so great that 
you will have a margin press­ 
ed into the paper around the 
picture. 
Sandy explained that she 
can identify a lithograph by 
the “ waxy” feel of its surface. 
The magnifying glass is 
your best tool. It enables you 
to give your print a thorough 
examination. Look at the solid 
areas of print under the glass. 
If the ink has been laid on with 
a series of tiny dots then you 
h a v e 
a 
m e c h a n i c a l l y 
reproduced print. 
“ Prints should be bought 
unframed and should be in 
mint condition — no discolora­ 
tion, no damaged edges,” she 
continued. 
“ We believe that if you are 
going to spend money for a 
print today you should work 
with reputable galleries,” 
Goldman said. 
Reputable dealers usually 
have an exchange policy 
which allows you to “ change 
your mind” about a piece and 
exchange it for something 
else. A good dealer will also 
provide documentation on 
what you buy — who, what, 
when, where and how much

This 
bronze medal winner bears 
well ahead of most erect type, 
large-flowered marigolds. 
Potted indoors it flowers 
when about six inches tall

Blushing Maid petunia is a 
bronze medal winner with 
double blooms of soft pink. A 
grandiflora type, blooms are 
three inches across on plants 
10 inches tall. 
Cabbage lovers can enjoy 
the crumpled-leaved Savoy 
Ace hybrid. Delicate flavor 
for cooking or coleslaw, early 
maturity, round four to five- 
pound heads made this a 1977 
gold medal winner. 
Scallopini hybrid squash, a 
bronze winner, offers tender 
fruits for salads or dips. A 
new type, you can cook 
Scallopini like zucchini, 
steamed, fried or baked.

The rules on leasing an automobile 


Because an increasing number of con­ 
sumers. not just corporations, are leas­ 
ing automobiles, we now have a new set 
of government rules to give us “ truth in 
leasing.” 
And, why not? We have “ truth in len­ 
ding.” Leasing a car, for many people, is 
a practical alternative to financing a 
car. In both cases, someone else really 
owns the car. On the one hand it’s a bank 
or finance company and on the other 
hand it’s a leasing company. 
Now, whether you lease a car or 
finance it, you can get some “truth’’ in 
the overall costs. Previously, some leas­ 
ing companies would advertise a “low- 
low” monthly payment for using one of 
their cars. But, the deal often would have 
a series of “ other charges” that even­ 
tually swelled the advertised monthly 
payment. 
Not any more. If a leasing company 
wants to advertise a monthly fee, all 
other charges and the “ total cost” for 
the entire lease also have to be men­ 
tioned in bold type. There will be a limit 
set on how much you might have to pay 
at the end of a lease in case your car’s 
market value is less than was originally 
estimated. 
The upshot of all the new disclosure 
requirements for automobile leasing is 
the fact that it will make it much easier 
for the average car purchaser to decide 
whether leasing is better than financing 
and how much the whole deal will cost. 
The least expensive way to lease a car 
— if you’re careful — is called an “open 
end” contract. You agree to a set 
monthly payment, similar to what you’d 
pay for buying a car on credit, and you 


also agree to make up the difference at 
the end of the lease if the company can’t 
resell your car for the estimated tur­ 
nover value. 
If you choose a car with a good resale 
value history and the lease company ac­ 
curately estimates what this resale 
value will be several years hence, you 
won’t have any extra payment to make 
at the end of the lease. You might even 
get a small refund. 
What kind of person can benefit from 
an “open end” automobile lease? First, 
you have to have an excellent credit 
rating. Because you aren’t required to 
put a down payment on a leased car, the 
leasing company wants to make sure you 
are a responsible person who will pay all 
the monthly fees on time. 
If you drive a car a moderate amount, 
say around 10,000 to 12,000 miles a year, 
and are accustomed to getting a new car 
every three years (or sooner) then leas­ 
ing instead of financing might save you 
some money. 
According to a study made by Hertz, it 
would cost $2,781 a year to buy a $4,257 
new car and finance it for three years 
(includes a $510 discount and a $712 
trade-in allowance). The study showed 
that you could lease the same car for a 
$2,730 yearly cost and you would not have 
needed any down payment or trade-in 
car (which you could have sold and kept 
the money). You would have saved $51 a 
year and might have made extra money 
had you invested the trade-in or down 
payment cash. These are conservative 
figures. It’s quite possible to save as 
much as $250 over the three-year period. 
On top of this, some leasing companies 


will give you a special I.D. card which 
allows discounts on maintenance service 
and products (tires batteries and the 
like). You can get "closed end” leases 
that take the guesswork out of your car’s 
final, turnover value. But, this ups the 
monthly leasing fee. 
Leasing may or may not be for you, but 
it’s worth a look under the new “ truth in 
leasing” rules.

San Francisco treats 


SAN FRANCISCO (KFS) - “Ah!” 
sighed the satisfied visitor, delicately 
blotting his lips with a napkin. “Now 
that’s eating!” 
Food, glorious food, is documented as 
this city’s No. 1 grabber. Only this man 
wasn’t putting away the chicken in 
champagne sauce at Ernie’s, the faisan 
roti at La Bourgogne, or even the 
memorable minced squab appetizer at 
the Imperial Palace. Instead he was us­ 
ing a long-handled spoon to slurp up the 
last of a Ghirardelli Square hot fudge 
sundae — for which he’d stood in line 
half an hour at the Chocolate Manufac­ 
tory. 
Two home truths come to light from 
this one account, The first is that despite 
all the motivation in the world, the 
average tourist can’t afford a two- or 
three-meal-a-day toot around town tak­ 
ing in one exceptional restaurant after 
another. The second is that even those 
who can handle it financially can’t hold 
up physically. One result is that a 
veritable army of visitors prowls around 
night and day scouting the best buys in 
snacks. 
The fearless, enterprising natives, of 
course, have been at precisely the same 
business a good deal longer. And the 
result of that is that in San Francisco you 
can eat on the cheap and still practice 
gastronomy. You merely head for the 
places with Super Snacks, the ones that 
may cost a little more but also rate a lit­ 
tle higher. 


ICE CREAM PLUS 
Want the best ice cream this side... 
well, this side of San Francisco Bay, 
anyhow? Then you go to Bud’s. If his 


home base is too far, you’ll find some 
flavors have been exported to other out­ 
lets — places like Salmagundi, a cap­ 
tivating chain that has a corner, of sorts, 
on soup and quiche, too. 
The Ghirardelli Square hot fudge sun­ 
dae ($1.65) is considered the ultimate ex­ 
ample in its field, despite the absence of 
Bud’s ice cream. Its success is based on 
the consistency of its hot fudge topping: 
just the right slipperiness to glide over 
the ice cream and not ball up into incom­ 
patibly cold, chewy little nuggets 
The search for the perfect hamburger 
again calls for a trek — to Bill’s Place, 
which, like Bud’s, is over a bunch of 
hills. There is, however, a second-place 
winner, Clown Alley. There they’ve 
gracefully accepted the situation and 
now advertise serving “ the Almost 
Perfect Burger.” The APB is a quarter- 
pound patty on a sesame-seed roll with 
help-yourself condiments. The meat is 
whisked over charcoal and the whole 
thing is served up at two locations, one 
on the edge of Chinatown, the other 
toward the end of Lombard Street’s 
motel row and open 24 hours. Price is 
$1 45 a copy 
A considerable body of opinion says the 
grand champion hot dog is across the 
Bay at Chris’s Super Duper Hot Dogs and 
Hamburgers in Oakland. Yet there are 
some holdouts who vote for the dog at 
Mama’s (Washington Square is the 
original of this bddding chain > and others 
who stay with The Noble Franfurter. 


UNIQUE TASTES 
Whichever, the companion item to 
take in as well — or at least taste at 


some point along the way — is steam 
beer, a uniquely San Franciscan product. 
It’s thick, malty and the result of natural 
fermentation, a necessity decades ago 
when the process was invented due to a 
lack of ice. (You can even tour the one 
remaining brewery, Anchor, by ap­ 
pointment.) 
Poor deprived people from places 
where they don’t have Columbus salami, 
sourdough bread and Monterey Jack 
cheese will, if they have good sense, pick 
up samples of these items from a 
grocery store or deli (the Marina Deli 
can also supply the perfect deviled egg) 
and settle down for an unforgettable pic­ 
nic. Warning: the gastronome who might 
be a glutton should steer clear of the food 
shop at the artistic cannery complex 
There, if you give them 24 hours’ notice, 
you can get a five-foot long loaf of sour­ 
dough 
Snacks were carried to a creative high 
centuries ago by an empress of China 
who, the story goes, kept asking for chefs 
to invent new tidbits. Some dozens of out­ 
standing examples are still to be had in 
the form of steamed or fried meat, fish 
or vegetable dumplings (dim sum) 
served at lunchtime in at least three 
Chinatown restaurants: Hang Ah, Tung 
Fong and Yank Sing. They’re generally 
sold vendor-style by roving waitresses, a 
small plateful or one at a time, which in 
no way inhibits many people from going 
overboard.

number of faintly precious yet un­ 
deniable attractive snack spots around 
town.

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Some oft-ignored risks 
Ear Piercing deserves medical care 


NEW YORK (NEA) - Do 
a 


know what you can get 
des holes for ornaments 
when you have your ears 
pierced? 
Given the right medical 
history and the right cir­ 
cumstances, you can get dead, 
for one thing. 
Dr. Robert B. Payne of 
C h arlotte, 
N .C ., 
who 
specializes in internal 
medicine and cardiology, 
knows of one such case. 
Several years ago, a college 
student, 19, came to him with 
infected earlobes. 
“She had pierced her ears 
herself, using broom straws to 
keep the holes open,” he says, 
“and that’s how the infection 


got started.” 
And once started, it moved 
quickly through the cir­ 
culatory system into the 
brain. The student eventually 
died of staph infection and a 
brain abcess. 
Possibly she shouldn't have 
had her ears pierced at all 
because she had “ severe 
rheumatic heart disease” and 
was vulnerable to infection. 
Surely she shouldn’t have 
done it without medical super­ 
vision. 
Ear piercing, you see, 
creates a puncture wound 
which, doctors say, can 
provide a “portal of entry” 
for infection, especially when 
the piercing is done under non- 
sterile conditions — at home, 
in jewelry and department 
stores. (Swabbing beforehand 
with alcohol, they say, is 
adequate for an injection — a 
quick healing puncture — but 
alcohol won’t kill viruses such 
as serum hepatitis.) 
SU11, that college student 
thought ear piercing was an 
innocuous enough procedure, 
and many jewelry and depart­ 
ment stores seem to agree. 
But, says Payne, “If I were 
running a department store, 
I’d be terrified to think my 
store was piercing ears 
because you’re doing a sur­ 
gical procedure and taking 
great risk.” 
He stressed that to stores in 
Charlotte and, for the past 
five years, he says, he hasn’t 
seen a case of serious infec- 
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tion from ear piercing 
“because it’s now being done 
here by surgeons and ear, 
nose and throat specialists.” 
Sterile conditions aside, 
how often does anyone in a 
department or jewelry store 
take an adequate medical 
history from a customer to 
avoid poor risks? asks Dr. 
Thomas A. Cortese, Jr., an In­ 
dianapolis dermatologist who 
has written about the com­ 
plications of ear piercing. 
And who ever thinks, as he 
does, to check any scars on 
the body? “I do that to make 
sure the person isn’t subject 
to keloids. That’s when the 
tissue keeps building up after 
the wound is healed and you 
get a growth that can be per­ 
manent.” On the earlobe, that 
would look like a marble, ob­ 
viously something to be avoid­ 
ed. 
Then there’s the most com­ 
mon complication of all, 
allergy to metal, usually to 
nickel which is a common 
alloy of gold. 
Pure gold, you see, is 24 
carat. Any other denomina­ 
tion, 14 carat, for instance, 
means alloys have been add­ 
ed, usually nickel because of 
its strength and color. 
When women with a suscep­ 
tibility to nickel allergy 
(perhaps one out of three) 
have their ears pierced with 
earrings containing nickel, 
which is often the case, they 
can develop an uncomfortable 
sensitivity which can last for 
life. 
“ I use earrings with 
stainless steel posts with 24- 
carat gold on top of that to 
pierce ears,” Cortese says, 
“and in ten years I’ve had no 
allergy at all in the patients 
I’ve pierced.” 
All risks considered, he con­ 
cludes, “ There should be 
regulations against in­ 
discriminate ear piercing by 
lay people.” 
That may take some doing 
considering how department 
stores and jewelry companies 
thrive on ear-piercing 
promotions. The “buy a pair 
of earrings and we’U pierce 
your ears free” pitch. 
“ It’s one of the most 
successful ways to literally 
create new customers,” says 
Norman Silverman, New 
York Sales representative of 
Wells-Benrus which regularly 
sponsors ear-piercing 
promotions in stores around 
the country.

“In January, we had our 
first three-day ear piercing 
promotion in Gimbels in New 
York,” he says. “We did 800 
women in those three days 
which amounted to |8,000.” 
The people who do the pier­ 
cing, he says, are practical 
and registered nurses whom 
Wells trains for a week. 
Basically, they’re taught to 
use a “stapling” gun in which 
they insert a prepacked 
plastic cartridge containing a 
14-carat gold earring 
Wells supplies the store 
with liability insurance, and 
the customer signs a form 
releasing Wells and the store 
from all responsibility for any 
“loss, damage or injury, in­ 
cluding death. ” Her signature 
also 
acknowledges 
“ (awareness) of the risks and 
hazards inherent in ear lobe 
piercing.” 
But is she aware? And do 
the nurses take medical 
histories? 
“We instruct our people to 
ask about things such as 
diabetes,” he says, poor risk 
criteria. “In fact, we turned 
away people just today in a 
store on Long Island.” 
We didn’t see anyone turned 
away that day in Gimbels 
New York where Wells had 
just begun another three-day 
promotion. We watched an 
endless line of women getting 
their ears pierced by two 
young women in white who 
said they were nurses. 
One spoke English with 
great difficulty. Neither, in 
our two visits to the store, 
asked any customer for a 
medical history or did 
anything more than swab 
earlobes with prepacked 
“clinical towelettes,” mark 
them for piercing and staple 
the earrings through. 
Oh, yes, as far as nickel con­ 
tent in Wells’ 14-carat gold 
earrings, Silverman thought it 
did exist, but the president of 
the company allowed as how 
he didn’t know.

W hat m akes B ernie 
Hergruter above average is 
the fact that he’s so average, 
and yet he’s prone to flashes 
of sensitivity, vulnerability 
and self knowledge. He’s a 
pretty good tennis player, a 
pretty good student and he 
tries to be a pretty good per­ 
son, in spite of having to con­ 
tend with parents who are 
lushes and sisters who in­ 
variably gobble down the 
graham crackers before Ber­ 
nie gets home from school. 
All of the above would make 
a thoroughly average novel, 
were it not for the heavy 
pressures on Bernie, and 
Brede’s ability to describe 
them in an uncannily precise 
school idiom, 
lese pressures include 
Benue’s burning desire for 
sexual experience — he and 
his buddy talk, think, dream 
and have “hard feelings” 
about little else.

No, Dixon is much more 
complicated, and this com­ 
plicated novel is his attempt 
to make sense of his past. 
In a complex sequence of

novels — which leads to the in­ 
evitable question, what’s next? 
If Bredes has just a fraction 
of Bemie’s knack for survival, 
we’ll probably hear from him 
again soon. 
In contrast to Bredes’ un­ 
inhibited romp through 
adolescence, “Going Blind” is 
a tightly constructed first 
novel that’s strong on plot Its 
central character, Dr. Paul 
Held, is a young professor of 
English literature who is suf­ 
fering through his best 
friend’s tortuous bout with 
cancer and is also suffering a 
guilty love for Ruth, his dying 
friend’s wife. (It’s mutual but 
honorable. ) 
Returning home from a visit 
to the hospital, Held has an 
auto accident. His eyes are in­ 
jured. He refuses the verdict 
of doctors, then learns they 
were right. He is slowly going 
blind. 
The novel focuses on Held’s 
physical and intellectual bat­ 
tle against blindness and the 
changes it will force in his 
life. Will Ruth want a blind 
husband, especially after hav­ 
ing spent years caring for an 
invalid husband? Was the ac­ 
cident divine retribution? Can 
Paul Held be blind? 
“Going Blind” has all the 
ingredients of daytime televi­ 
sion, but author Jonathan 
P enner’s elliptical, un­ 
derstated, yet compelling 
style raises it far above 
melodrama.

At 90, a success as a ball 
player, a failure as a husband 
and friend, he has retreated to 
Mexico to find himself, to 
purge himself of a consuming 
competition mania, to ponder 
his childhood with a quietly 
suffering mother and drunk 
baseball-fanatic father, to 
dwell on his wasted marriage 
to Lorraine, and to fall in love 
with Terry, then Mercedes, 
and then Consuelo. 
Herrin has by far the most 
intricate and ambitious style 
of the three. There are 
moments of brilliance, and at 
times the baseball metaphor 
works beautifully. But on the 
whole, the writing is more in­ 
teresting than Dick Dixon or 
his game. Maybe next time.
